3. (Currently Amended) The composition Composition according to Claim 1 
on e of th e prec e ding Claims , wherein charact e ris e d in that the block polymer has the formula 
A(B) n wherein A is derived from an n-valent polyether or oligoether, from hydrocarbons having a 
molecular weight of at least 400 g/mol and n alcoholic hydroxyl groups, from oligoester diols or 
from a polyester of a dicarboxylic acid with one diol, B represents a poly(hydroxycarboxylic 
acid) blocks and n represents a number larger than or equal to two. 

4. (Currently Amended) The composition Composition — according to 
Claim 3, wherein charact e ris e d in that 
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A is selected from polyalkylene glycol ethers of polyvalent alcohols, 
poly(tetrahydrofurane), dimerdiol, dimerdiol oligoethers, oligoester diols, 

B is selected from poly(e-caprolactone), poly(pentadecanolactone), 
polylactides, polyglycolides, poly(lactide-co glycolide^ and 

n is 2, 3 or 4. 

5. (Currently Amended) The composition Composition according to Claim 3 
on e of the pr e c e ding Claims , wherein charact e ris e d in that the block polymer has a single polyol 
block as the middle block, two terminal polyester blocks of hydroxycarboxylic acids or lactones 
thereof with terminal alcoholic hydroxyl groups. 

6. (Currently Amended) The composition Composition — according to 
Claim 5, wherein charact e rised in that the block polymer has the general formula

wherein Bl and B2 are the same or different and represent stand for branched, cyclic or linear 
alkylene groups with 1 to 40 C atoms, Y represents stands for a branched, cyclic or linear 
alkylene group with 2 to 30 C atoms or fef-a polyester block of dicarboxylic acid and diol^ and 
nl , n2 and n3 are the same or different numbers larger than zero.

6, wherein charact e ris e d in that Bl and B2 represent stand for branched, cyclic or linear alkylene 
groups with 2 to 20 C atoms^ and Y represents stands for ethylene groups and / or propylene 
groups.

7, wherein charact e ris e d in that Bl and B2 represent stand for branched or linear alkylene groups 
with 2 to 20 C atoms, Y represents stands for an ethylene groups and nl, n2 and n3 are selected in 
such a way that the molecular weight of the block polymer is greater than or equal to 2,000.

12. (Currently Amended) A cosmetic Cosm e tic — substance comprising 
containing a composition according to Claim 1 on e of th e Claims 1 to 10, charact e ri se d in that it 
is pr e s e nt in the form of a lotion, a spray lotion, a cream, a gel, a foam-gel, an aerosol spray, a 
non-aerosol spray, an aerosol foam, a non-aerosol foam, an o/w or w/o emulsion, a micro- 
emulsion or a hair wax.
